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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE VICE-PRESIDENT 



His Excellency, Richard W. Leche. 
Governor of the State of Louisiana and 
Ex-Offido President of the 
Board of Administrators of the 
Charity Hospital of Louisiana at 
New Orleans, Louisiana. 

This portion of our annual report for the year ending June 30, 1937, is 
confined to a chronological review of the administrative activities of the 
Board, deemed important or of general interest. Reports of the Director, 
of the Treasurer, and of f)i-|>;trtment heads, cover in detail the general 
operations of the Hospital. 

On July 20, 1936. on the recommendation of Dr. George S. Bel, then 
Vice-President of the Board, it authorized its Medical Committee and 
Superintendent to confer with representatives of the medical and dental 
schools operating in the hospital, for the purpose of creating units com- 
prising various services assigned directly to the schools, similar to the system 
used at Bellevue Hospital in New York, and in several of the larger hos- 
pitals of the country. 

On August 24, 1936, pursuant to appointments made by your Excel- 
lency under Act 125 of 1924, Messrs, B. C. Casanas, John L. Diassellis 
and Dr. W. D. Phillips, assumed membership on the Board. 

On the same day the resignation of Dr. Arthur Vidrine, as Superin- 
tendent, was accepted. This office was abolished and that of Director 
created,' to which Dr. George S. Bel was unanimously elected. Dr. Roy W. 
Wright was elected Assistant Director, and Dr. Rigney D'Aimoy was desig- 
nated as Executive Advisor. 

The election of Dr. Bel as the first Director of the Charity Hospital 
created a vacancy in the office of Vice-President which was filled by the 
election of Charles J. Rivet. 

The Legislature of 1936 enacted the following laws affecting the 
Charity Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans: Acts Nos. 5, 72. 88. and 
108. 

On September 21. 1936, the Board accepted the offer of the Federal 
Emergency Administration of Public Works to aid, by way of a grant of 
S3 600 000 00 in financing the construction, additions and alterations to 
various new hospital buildings, including necessary equipment, and your 
Excellency, as President of the Board, was authorized to enter into the nec- 
essary contract with the Federal Agency. 

Messrs Weiss, Dreyfous & Seiferth. who had worked long and effec- 
tively on preliminary plans, were designated as Architects for the project. 
Dr D'Aunoy the Board's Executive Advisor, was appointed the Board's 
representative to cooperate with the Architects and determine all technical 
matters regarding the design, erection, and equipment, of the new hospital.

thereof, said interest to be payable semi-annually on the fifteenth day of 
April and of Octoher, in each year. 

On November 9, 1936, the Board received sealed proposals for the 
purchase of its bonds, pursuant to public advertisement, and accepted th< 
bid of a syndicate represented by Weil & Company, Inc., for the once 
of $4,402,156.00, with interest rates as follows: On S341.O00.OO. maturing 
from 1938 through 1941. inclusive, 4-1/2% per annum; on $1,925,00000 
maturing from 1942 through 1956, inclusive, 4% per annum; on $2.1.WooOfM] 
maturing from 1957 through 1966, inclusive, 3-1/2% per annum. 

On November 10, 1936, pursuant to public advertisement, the Board 
received sealed proposals (or the foundation work for the ambulance hons 
and laundry building, and awarded the contract to Lionel F Favret the 
lowest bidder, for $39,596.00, with the approval of the Public Works ^d'rnm 
istration. 

On January 5, 1937 pursuant to public advertisement, the Board 
received sealed proposals for the erection of the Ambulance House and 
Laundry Building, and awarded the contract to Caldwell Bros. & Hart 
the lowest bidders, for $216.497. 13, with the approval of the Public Works 
Administration. 

On January lg, 1937, the Board authorized the Faculty of the Sch, 
of Nursing to seek affiliation with Lousiana State University, and to join 
the Association of Collegiate Schools of Nursing. This entailed a reorgani 
zatian of the curriculum so as to include: (I) The three-year basic pro- 
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fessional program leading to a Diploma in Nursing; (2) The five-year 
basic professional and university program leading to a Diploma and the 
Degree of Bachelor of Science in Nursing; (3) The program for graduate 
nurses leading to the Degree of Bachelor of Science in Nursing Education. 

On April 14, 1937, pursuant to public advertisement, the Board re- 
ceived sealed proposals for the foundation work on the main hospital build- 
ing, and for the installation of elevators for the main hospital and auxiliary 
buildings. The lowest bid for the foundation work was that of R. P. 
Famsworth & Co., Inc., for $715,380.(10. and the lowest bid for the eleva- 
tors was that of Otis Elevator Company for $711,241.00. 

On June 0, 1937, pursuant to public advertisement, the Board received 
I proposals for the construction of the main hospital building, and 

awarded the contract to George A. Fuller Company, the lowest bidder, for 

15.894,000.00. 

After receipts of the bids for the foundation and superstructure of the 
main building, it became obvious that the funds made available through 
the Federal grant and the issuance of bonds would be insufficient to pro- 
vide the type of hospital which the public demand required. The members 
of the Board were unanimously of the opinion that the plans and specifi- 
cations, which had been carefully studied and reviewed by unquestionably 
competent medical, architectural and engineering authorities, represented 
only minimum requirements, with no unnecessary elaborations. These 
views met with the concurrence of representatives of the Public Works 
Administration. The progress of the work suffered delay because of the 
inadequacy of available funds. The Board concluded that the completion 
of the project would cost at least $12,000,000.00, and it determined to use 
every effort to procure the additional funds required. 

On June 11. 1U3". the following communication was addressed to you: 

"On May 10th, 1837, the Board of Administrators of the Charity 
Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans released, through Mr. Orloff 
Henry, acting State Director Public Works Administration, a brief 
review of i lie situation which then existed with regard to the delay 
in completing the project for a new Charity Hospital 

"The old buildings, which have been demolished, were erected 
in 1832, and constituted a group of dilapidated units, which present ect 
not only fire hazards, but which were declared by medical authorities 
to be unhygienic and unfit for hospital purposes. This condition, dan- 
gerous from both a fire and a sanitary standpoint, was aggravated by 
the fact that overcrowding existed, requiring in some instances the 
placing of as many as three patients in one bed. It would have heen 
impossible under any circumstances to continue the operation of the 
Hospital in the old edifices. It was imperative, if Charity Hospital 
was to continue its operations, that a new and modern plant be pro- 
vided. 

"It was thought, when application was made for Federal aid. 

that the sum of $8,000,000.00 might be sufficient to furnish the neces- 

v facilities. At that time only casual estimates had been made, no 

bids had been obtained. Furthermore, the cost of labor and material 

has since then increased considerably and is rising daily. 

"On April 14th, 1937, bids for the foundations for the main 
building were received. It then definitely appeared for the first time 
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that the cost of the entire construction would exceed the estimates 
made. 

"The lowest bid received (or the foundations of the ■ 

building was $ 7 , 5( . 

"On the same day bids were received for the in- 
stallation of elevators in the main building. The in" 
of these '< * 005,086.00 

"On June 9th, 1937, the Board received three bids 
for the erection of the superstructure of the main build- 
ing, the lowest of which was 5.394,000.00 

"None of these bids included plumbing, heating, 
ventilating, refrigerating, mechanical equipment, elec- 
trical work and fixtures, equipment and furnishings, 

of Architects and Engineers, and other cost of 
It is estimated that these items 
amount in the aggregate to at least 3,287,700 OC 

"Thus it will appear that if the bids received and 
now under consideration are accepted, and if the esti- 
mates for the items not included in these bids are 
reasonably accurate, the total expenditure for the main 
building will amount to 10,502, 166.00 

"Contracts have already been entered into for the 
erection of an Ambulance House and a Laundry 
Building, and the work on these structures is well un- 
derway. The cost for foundations, superstructure, 
equipment and furnishings will entail an expendi- 
ture of . 376,000.00 

"It goes without saying that a nursing staff is es- 
sential to the operation of a hospital. Requirements 
of the American Hospital Association make it impera- 
tive that the nurses be housed in close proximity to 
the hospital. The plans for the Nurses Home have 
long since been completed, but bids have not yet been 
called for. It is estimated by the Board's experts that 
the erection of an adequate Nurses Home will cost ap- 
proximately 1.150,000.00 

"In addition to the foregoing, outbuildings must 
be constructed for other essentials such as warehouse, 
shops, boilerhouse, incinerator, animal house, etc., 
which, together with machinery and equipment, by a 
conservative estimate, will entail an expense of 560.000 00 

"The total cost of the project will, therefore, 
amount to approximately , ] 12.588.166 00 



"It is obvious that when the Board stated that it required 
$12,000,000.00 to complete the hospital as planned, its estimate i 
requirements was not exaggerated. 

"It is not the function of this Board to raise money, and it has 
no facilities for doing so. It is proper that it should present to vou

It should never be forgotten th* 
ly Hospital is not only an institution for the care of the indent 
rick of the Slate, but that it has always been an educational inst.tu- 
L The world-wide reputation acquired by medical schools and 
members of the medical profession of the State is due largely, if not 
w-lu-ivelv to the facilities afforded by Charity Hospital for medical 
Auction, research and development. It is the definite View o tin- 
Hoard that the educational features of the Hospital arc as important 
and as beneficial to the State as any other service which it rem 
and that they should be continued and developed. 

"Confronted with a situation where adequate funds are not avail- 
able to carrv out well-considered plans, the Board considers it its duty 
to call ittcution to the fact that unless the necessary funds are 
nrovided immediately, there is danger of losing the benefits of the 
Irant made by the Federal Government, and that the poor and unfor- 
tunate citizens of this State, who are proper charges of the govern- 
ment will be denied the character of service which medical experts 
declared is essential in the modern practice of medicine and 
surgery. Educational features, also, will have to he diminished and 
medical progress in this State will necessarily be retarded. Under the 
circumstances, it is the plain duty of this Board to persist in H 
forts and demands to obtain the means to complete this project as 
presently planned. Should the Board fail in its purpose, the rcsponsi- 
hilitv will rest elsewhere. 
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"The Board requests that such action as you may deem proper 
be taken immediately to secure legislative consent for the procurement 
of the necessary funds for the completion, without further del.. 
the Charity Hospital project; and it feels certain that the members of 
the Legislature will respond to the appeal which comes to thern on 
behalf of their suffering fellow citizens whose only hope of re.

Realizing the importance of the project, and the seriousness of the 
situation, you gave prompt attention to the eommunication of the Board, 
and on June ISth. 1937. the Board was advised by you that by a favorable 
vote of the nv the House and of the Senate, additional funds to

Hospital proj. oned, and without further delay. 

Your Excellency and the members of the Legislature of the State arc 
to be congratulated for prompt action, approving a continuance of the 
service! rendered to the State by the Charity Hospital at New Or 
The Legislature undoubtedly realized, what was well known to us, that 
Che institution serves not only the people of New Orleans, bu( the untor- 
tunat. :;iire State, and that its educational work redound;

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 



To the Board of Administrators of 

The Charity Hospital of Louisiana at 
New Orleans, Louisiana. 

Gentlemen: 

I herewith submit the Annual Report of the Charity Hospital of 
Louisiana at New Orleans for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1936 and 
ending June 30, 1937. 

The year ending June 30, 1937 is one of the most important in the 
history of the Charity Hospital because it marks the realization and fulfill- 
ment of many years' dreams— a new Hospital, one of the largest and best 
equipped in the country. 

The change in site during the past year makes comparison with pre- 
vious years difficult. AH of the departments have patiently and success- 
fully borne I he great inconvenience of removing and readjusting their 
operations in entirely new quarters. It is difficult to comprehend the 
innumerable details that had to be arranged in putting the Hospital into 
operation in order to assure safety, comfort, and efficient professional ciirc 
for all patients. 

The months of the reconstruction period were the most strenuous, 
effort possible was made in the interest of economy without sacri- 
ficing efficiency. Much old equipment was reconditioned where the inclina- 
tion and the desire- was to purchase new. But it is believed that efficiency 
was in no case sacrificed and, white many pieces of modem equipment 
would have been most desirable from the standpoint of visual effect, it is 
felt that from the standpoint of ability to perform work, the Hospital is as 
efficiei ough twice the amount of money had been spent for that 

purpose. It is a great tribute to all who were responsible for the ad- 
ministrative and professional details. Too much praise and thanks cannot 
be given to Mr. John Diassetliss and to Dr. Rigney P'Aunoy for their 
ifish contribution of time, energy and ability to this work. 

W« naturally have had a much crowded condition during the year, 
owing to the demolition of buildings necessary to make room for the new 
Hospital. However, we have managed to get along reasonably well, so 
great was the energy of our staff, so competent did the heads of our de- 
prove themselves, and so willing was everyone in and out of 
the organization to render assistance. The Hospital is very grateful for this 
contribution of time and services. Relief, however, is in sight.

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method used, a method which carried as persons actually in the Hospital, 
persons who had left, but whose charts, through neglect, had not been dis- 
charged. For instance, on January 14, 1937 the Statistical-Record Depart- 
ment showed 21)70 patients in the Hospital, while an actual count made 
at my direction showed only 1753 patients. For the last few months this 
deplorable and unpardonable situation has been corrected, but still it 

impossible to arrive at accurate statistics for the whole of the fiscal 
year under report, because our new system was in operation only over the 
last few months, It has, therefore, become necessary to estimate (he Hos- 
pital days. That actually means that the mortality rates reported, the per 
capita cost of the patient's average stay days are not accurate, hut far 
more so than they have been in the past. I can assure you that the sta- 
tistical reports in the future will be accurate, as a result of the system 
which we have instituted. 

the antiquated forms used in the Hospital have been discarded 
and a new series devised and placed in use ; this will insure our records 
kept in a proper aad acceptable manner. 

8. Regulations governing the conduct of internes and residents have 
been promulgated and will he enforced. Much of the chaos previous]] 
existing in the Hospital was due to the fact that no definite ieu.u)aUons 
applied to its management, and the few regulations existing were not en- 
forced. 

Much repair has been made to the Dibert Memorial and to the 
Internes' (Juarters; these will lie detailed in other reports. 

Hi. The ambulance service has been entirely changed. Drivers are 

ao longer on duty for more than 8 hours. Internes assigned to ambulance 

duty are at all times available for such. This has resulted hi calls being 
answered very promptly. 

11. The system of admissions has been entirely changed and a modern 
method instituted. This has resulted in patients being admitted more 
expeditiously and in basic records being prepared in an accurate manner. 

12. The Hospital will now operate on a modern budget system with 
full control of the expenses of the various departments, thereby providing 

i uniform method of recording income and expense, and also an accurate 
recording of vital performance. 

13. A connecting bridge was built between the Internes' Quarters 
and the ambulance building. This makes the ambulance house an integral 
part of the Internes' Hume and provides comfortable accommodation for 
our Senior and Junior Residents. 

I am glad to report that the various departments of the institution 
are functioning very satisfactorily. 

Again the Grim Reaper, Death, has taken its toll from our Visiting 
Staff. Dr. Russell E, Stone, after a short illness, died June IS, 1937, His 
outstanding skill as a surgeon, his great consideration of the comfort of 
the patients, and his genial personality will long be remembered. 

It is with much regret that I call attention to the loss of the Director 
of the Out-Patient Department, Sister Julia, who has been missioned to 
China, and who has served faithfully, loyally, and efficiently for so many 
years. 
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The Chanty Hospital stands as an elaborate monument to atte* 
only to the loyalty and unbounded faith of that noble order of Sisters c 
Chanty, but also to their natural dignity, fine character, strict adherenct 
to nght, and devotion lo the poor unfortunate sick and injured. The\ 
won the admiration of all who are privileged to work with thorn. 

The Visiting and Resident Staffs are worthy or our warmest thank* fo- 
ihur continued interest and splendid cooperation. 

Again the ladies of the Needlework Guild, under the able Chairman- 
of Mrs C. Warren Gilmer, took a very important part in r un ?jt 
?■* ''" lu " urgical dressings for which we are grateful not 

for their cooperation, but also for the extraordinary zeal and generosity 
shown dunng the year in carrying on this humanitarian service.

I desire to present the Annual Report of the Medical Social Service 
Department from June 30, 1936 to July I, 1937. 

RECONSTRUCTION PERIOD 

In the report for last year, a detailed account was given, of the 
functions and types of services rendered by the Social Service Department. 
With minor changes in personnel, the wort of the department has gone cm 
as before However, with the tearing down of the old he 
redistribution of departments and services, which cover a large area of 
space. nliustmeuts have necessarily had to be made. Ihc hocial 

Service Department is located at 253 South Claiborne Avenue, the clinics 
three and a half blocks away, the hospital record room and also some 
of the colored wards arc nine blocks away. Naturally, a great deal of 
time is consumed in going back and forth to wards and climes. We can 
well compare ourselves with Alice and the Queen in the Looking Glass 
where everything moves along so fast that we have to run as hard 
as we can to even keep in the same place. This is almost literally I 
Nevertheless, the social workers have adapted themselves to the many 
readjustments, and the inspiration of the new hospital is ever ahead to 
make us forget any of the present inconveniences. And. already, a Change 
for the better has taken plate with the installation of a new system in 
the record room and many other excellent improvements throughout the 
hospital. 
PARTICIPATION IN STATE AND MUNICIPAL PROGRAMS 

During the past year the department has taken a very active part in 
inter- agency programs throughout the state. At one of the meetings of 
the Council of Social Agencies we participated in a panel discussion on 
tuberculosis with the Tuberculosis and Public Health Association of 
Louisiana. At another Council meeting, where several workers from other 
agencies gave talks on the highlights of the National Conference of 5 

;n Indianapolis, a brief report was given on the meetings which 
pertained to medical social work. 

The department has also participated in the meetings of the local 
Chapter of the American Association of Social Workers, and one of the 
staff members gave a paper at the State Conference of Social Welfare 
which was held in New Orleans in May. The Gulf District of the 
American Association of Medical Social Workers, of which every workei 
on the staff is a member, has also been extremely active this winter in 
making its aims known to the other social agencies in New Orleans. The 
Listrict sponsored a series of medical lectures which were designed to give 
the lay public some of the salient facts about medical problems. Various

There are now on the market many expensive proprietary prepara- 
Uonsdesned especially for infant feeding all of thems.m.ar ir, t hat they 
emulate mothers milk. Many pediatricians, however, tend towards the 
more simple, less expensive, homemade formulas. 

The imoortance of child nutrition cannot he overestimated. For 

that reason a full time Infant Feeding and Pediatric Dietitian tos been 

added to the Dietary Staff since March. She not only has the ful direction 

of the Formula Laboratory, but supervises the food serv.ce on the white 

division as well. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

It is recommended that: 

I The food allowance be increased to cover the rise in prices and 

m „rAdHp irienuate food for the patients as well as the personnel and 

employees! Budget No. 2 compiled in May. 1937, would provide this fund. 

Dietitians be provided to supervise all food planning, prepara- 

, ind service to patients, personnel and employees. The established 

ratio of dietitians to patients is one to one hundred. Given tins number 
of dietitians, the department can assume aE of its responsibilities, run 
smoothlv and cooperate with other departments. These dietitians must 
be of high standing, so recognized by active men in the American 

Dietetic Association. While organizing a department, (bet, mus who have 
had several years experience i" a large hospital are decidedly more valuabl 
It will be possible in a new expertly equipped hospital, such as "Mil. 
NEW CHARITY", to establish a school for dietitians. This we hope to 
',U,' but only if the department is organized under the standards set by 
the American Dietetic Association. It is recommended that the depart- 
ment be authorized to organize at once, so that cfiicicnt food service will 
tabUshed before the occupancy of the new hospital. 

APPRECIATION 

The department wishes to acknowledge a number of aids that have 
been given : 

1 The large exhaust fan for the kitchens has been a godsend, and 
has made it possible for the employees to do their work properly, in 
rooms that even in winter were formerly unbearable. We are most grate- 
ful to Doctor Bel and to Mr. Diasselliss. who worked so zealously on this 
problem. 

2 The facilities supplied in the temporary Main and Special Diet 
Kitchens occasioned by the demolition of the main building were beyond 
our expectation, and we are most grateful to the Board of Administrators 
for the assistance given at this time and. especially, for the new cold 
storage, without which the functioning of the department would he ser- 
iously handicapped. 

3 The addition of two dietitians to the staff has made it possible for 
the department to assume more responsibility toward the patient, a re- 
sponsibility that has been long neglected because of inadequate starling. 

4 The cooperation of the Purchasing Department in having the 
Dietary Department sample and select canned goods and meat, has re- 
snlicfl in the buying of more satisfactory goods than m previous years. 
The cost has not increased in proportion to the rise in prices. Also their 
cooperation with the Engineering Department in placing the delivery 
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truck a. the disposal of the Dietary Department to properly service 
umls Of the hospital not on the grounds, and the prompt lad effici»« J 
Ijvenes of goods from the warehouse and baker}', have added t n t Z 
ncjr of the Dietary Department.

The nursing department has been very active during this past war 
and we tra happy to report that several important steps have been takt, 
h will aid in establishing the programs of our School of Nursimt on a 
Activities have also been directed toward adai 
changed conditions in our physical plant resulting from the ri 
slruclion of the older hospital buildings and temporary arrangements fnr 
our nursing students to live outside the hospital. 

Through action of the hospital board of administrators, an affiliation 
of our school of nursing with the Louisiana State University was reouesr. 
and obtained. A new catalogue, describing this affiliation, was issu-rf 
during the year. L nder the new plan, il is possible for a student 
enroll for a five year course in nursing which leads to a bachelor's de^ 
from the university and the diploma of our school of nursing.

W e ^ are faced 
with a very rapid turnover of nursing personnel because of these 1cm sa - 
.ries, and^ve are frequently unable to keep very desirable nurses , on our 
staff since there is lit le prospect of promotion for them We would nn- 
hesitatingiy recommend the establishment of policies ""^"g^ *£ 
and promotion for members of our nursing staff that would make .1 pos- 
sible to stabilize our personnel in tie very near future. 

A staff .duration program for all graduate nurses was instituted and 
carried out successfully during the year. Ward procedure books wbet 
were begun as a staff project several years ago, were completed and placed 

I the halls during the year, 

Sill ce tk-1 Hi. our nursing students have been occupying the 

rill* Hotel which is located about nineteen blocks from the hospital. 
building provides comfortable and attractive taring quarters for our 
nts. but the distance separating it from the hospital has occasioned 
many difficulties which have not yet heen satisfactorily adjusted. The prob- 
lem of transporting students hack and forth from the hotel to the hospital 
was met by the purchase of a large bus which runs on a time schedule 
between the two places. While commodious, this bus does not provide as 
much space as is needed. Serving of meals has also occasioned some dif- 
ffculty At present, we are maintaining two dining rooms, one at the 
hotel and one Lit the hospital, for the use of the students. The removal 
of the students to such a distance from the administrative staff of tin- 
school of nursing is not desirable, and we earnestly recommend that the 
nurses' residence be begun as soon as possible.
